_ The President is at this moment subjected 
to criticisms which no man situated aa he is 
could afford to disregard, since they proceed 
‘not from those who are opposed. to him 'in 
polities, but from those who have hitherto 
been. among his most cordial supporters. 
The complaint that in many important re- 
spects he is. disappointing the just expecta- 
tions of the people gains ground every day, 
and is echoed back -from:-all: parts of the 
country. A year ago he had every advan- 
tage in lus favor. People were prepared to 
extend to him the most generous considera- 
tion and forbearance. Ordinary shortcom- 
ings would have ‘been readily pardoned. 
We ‘have ourselves, as our readers will 
attest, ever been foremost to do justice to 
his intentions, and to place his actions in 
the most favorable light before the country. 
But it would be useless to deny that the 
President is rendering it a task of incteasing 
difficulty to’ defend him ‘against enemies 
into whose Hands he is constantly playing.
